California has its work laid out lor this year. It is to 
elect a senate and an assembly that will rat fy the national 
prouibiuon amendment winch congress has submitted to the 
states.

To do tills Calilorma must increase its dry repi esenta- 
tion in the assembly by eight, and in the senate b> two. 

At tne last session of the legislature, thirty- tnree 
members ol ttie assembly stood dependably for dry meas¬ 
ures, and nineteen ol the senate. 

i'ne ratification ol the national prohibition amendment 
by California will require a majority vote ol eacii house; 
tnat is to say, forty- one votes m the assembly and twenty- 
one in the senate. Those who nave been watching the in¬ 
crease of prohibition sentiment m California during the iast 
year, have no doubt but trial tins result will be realized.

Not a lew of the 
twenty-one remaining, which are counted in the “wet col¬ 
umn, such as Ohio, Kentucky, Wyoming and i'exas, will to a 
certainty vote out the liquor traffic when they are given an¬ 
other opportunity. 

For the ratification of the amendment, favorable action 
on the part of the legislature of twenty-six states will Ire 
necessary- Everything indicates that the twenty-seven 
States which are already in the dry column wm ratify with¬ 
out delay, this makes ratification on the part ol nine so- 
called “wet" States necessary. 

The nation is looking to California to lie one oi me nine 
States. 

It is interesting to note that California on this gnat is¬ 
sue may cast the deciding vote jusi as this state cast' the 
deciding vote in the election of President Wilson, a vote 
which made history not only for the United States, but for 
the world. 

An energetic campaign will Ire carried on this year for 
the election of a legislative representation that win ratify 
the prohibition amendment. In that fight there will he no 
slackers.
